Special Session 


Legislature Be 


Called Sept. 


AUSTIN, Aug. 2«.—(/P>—James 
E. Ferguson, spokesman for Gov- 
ernor Mlram A. -Ferguson said to- 
day the legislature probably would 
be called to meet in special ses- 
sion on September 11. 
He pointed out that official re- 
turns of the special election at 
which 
four 
state 
constitutional 
amendments and repeal of nation- 
al 
nrohlbition 
were 
considered 
would not be available for about 
IS days. 
."There Is nottanythlng the legis- 
lature can do 'before an official 
canvass of the special election 
vote is made," Ferguson said. 
It Is proposed to enact legisla- 
tion for Issuance of not more 
than $20,000,000 for unemployment 
relief In event the voters auth- 
orized that procedure. 
It will not be necessary for 
the legislature to take action with 
reference to repeal or national 
prohibition. 
The ballots contained names of 
candidates to a state conventlcn, 
which will formally vote, Texas' 
sentiment. The candidates against 
repeal were listed in one group 
and the repeallsts In another. The 
convention has been set for No- 
vember 24. 
It was expected the legislature 
also would enact legislation and 
modify existing laws to permit 
a broader participation by Indus- 
try, in the President's recovery 
program. 
The levy of a sales tax as a 
source of much needed revenue 
likely will be considered.

No Infringement. 
The extension of the idea of not 
hurting the neighbor Is recognized 
today as no enfringement on the 
guarantee of personal liberty to 
the individual because, for exam- 
ple, -it is no more a restriction to 
tell a man that he must pay ade- 
quate wages that it is to tell a 
man that he cannot hire a child 
labor, or that he cannot maintain 
a nuisance. 
It is with this understanding 
of the 
deeper purposes of 
the 
national recovery act that the na- 
tion is accepting 
its provisions 
and its agreements 
with 
such 
wholehearted approval. 
It is true, of course, that your 
government hopes that the build- 
ing up of wages that are starva- 
tion wages, and the shortening of 
hours of work in every part of 
the United States will result Jn a 
greater distribution of wages and 
an increase In the number of per- 
sons employed. 


Turned Into Upward Surge. 
It is true that we seek definite- 
ly to 
Increase 
the 
purchasing 


power of the American people. It 
is true that we are definitely suc- 
ceeding in this purpose and that 
the downhill drift has definitely 
turned and become an upward 
surge. 
But it is also true that the peo- 
ple, 
through 
government, are 
extending a permanent part of 
American life their insisttnce that 
individuals and associations of In- 
dividuals shall sease doing many 
things which have been hurting 
their neighbors. 


We are engaged In reviewing 
all kinds of human relationships 
and in these reviews we are ask- 
ing a new question, "is this prac- 
tice or custom something which 
is being done at the expense of 
the many?" the many are the 
neighbors. 
la a< national sense the many, 
the neighbors, are the people of 
the United States as a whole. Na- 
tionally we must think of them as 
a whole and not by sections or 
states alone. We cannot give spe- 
cial consideration to the people 
of the north if in so doing it will 
not result in good to the people 
of the south or the west. We can- 
not give special privileges to those 
who farm one particular crop if 
the giving makes things more dif- 
ficult for those who farm some 
other crop. We cannot single out 
one industrial at the expense of 
others. The national government 
must think In national terms. 
Local Government. 
But your responsibility for and 
your interest in national govern- 
ment should not stop there. 
The 
greater part of government as it 
effects your daily lives is your 
local government and the oppor- 
tunity in this field is at least as 
great as it is in Washington. As 
governor I have often told you of 
the 13,000 units of local govern- 
ment, which you have in this state 
alone. You were interested 
but 
you did nothing. 


I have told you. of the 950 high- 
way departments in the state of 
New York; You were interested 
but you did nothing. I have told 
you of the six or eight or ten 
layers of government under which 
you live in your home. You have 
done nothing to reorganize what 
you all know to be an outworn 
system, built up In the days of the 
ox cart and unchanged in the days 
of the automobile. Some day the 
people of the state of New York, 
will do something about it, but 
I tell you quite frankly that noth-

Oklahoma Farm

McALESTER, Okla., Aug. 38.— 


(/P>— An 18-year-old farm boy, the 
youngest of the 41 criminals who 
have died in Oklahoma's electric 
chair, was executed early today 
with his uncle for the murder of 
the latter's 15-year-old bride. 
A record throng of 227 witnesses 
watched the boy, George OllVer, 
precede his kinsman, Claude Oli- 
ver, 28, In death. 
The two, Southern 
Oklahoma 
farmers, paid the extreme penalty 
for killing, Delia, Claude's bride 
of three months, in an effort to 
collect the $5,000 insurance policy 
they had obtained on her life. 
"This Is bad," said George, as 
he was strapped in the chair. Just 
previously he had told the crowd:

This clause, of course, is a 
form of price-fixing and repre- 
sents a statement of federal pol- 
icy. 


"The establishment of a mini- 
mum gasoline price and the an- 
nouncement thereof in the pres- 
ence of the i serious overproduction 
now. obtained In both the crude 
oil and gasoline fields will render 
It particularly difficult to bring 
about prompty a balanced situ- 
ation, for, obviously, refiners will 
continue to overproduce if 
the 
profit margin is guaranteed 
to 
them. The overproduction of the 
present production of crude is 2,- 
800,000 barrels against the con- 
sumer demand of 2,800,000, Indi- 
cating a current overproduction of 
500,000 barrels .a day, a critical 
weight of oversupply. 


Overproduction Aggravated. 
"This overproduction has been 
aggravated during this whole per- 
iod of discussion, which has ten- 
ded to thwart the readjustment 
which otherwise would have taken 
place. The present price of crude 
la around 60 cents a barrel, and 
had the price responded to the 
overproduction 
It 
would 
have 
gone down on the basis of his- 
toric precedent at 25 cents a bar- 
rel. 


"Furthermore, 
this action At- 
stroys the sensitivity of the most 
important single price in the in- 
dustry, namely, spot gasoline, and 
therefor'e -seriously handicaps the 
functioning of the control which 
needs this flexible price for its 
guidance. 


"Another result of this action 
may be anticipated to be squeez- 
ing out of the small refiner and 
the small distributor. 
The large 
Integrated companies manufacture 
about 80 per cent of the gasoline, 
while several hundred small plants 
manufacture the remainder. 
How It Would Work. 
"As the gasoline accumulates 
In the tank of the small refiner, 
if he is unable to move this com- 
modity by cutting prices he will 
be forced to evade the order or 
else be forced out of business. 
Likewise,. the small distributor 
who purchases gasoline on the 
spot market will find himself in 
a squeeze way because of the 
presence of too much gasoline and 
the retail price will sink below 
parity and therefore the small in- 
dependent dealer purchasing on 
the open market will -be unable, to 
obtain supplies which he will be 
able to distribute to a profit. 
"On the whole the conclusion is 
Inescapable that a serious blunder 
has been made."^

USE TEAR GAS TO 
SECUREJARGE SUM 


THREE 
BANK EMPLOYEES 


ROBBED $36,000 IN HEART 


OF BUSINESS AREA 


DENVER, Aug. 26.—(*> 


—Two bandits, who spray- 
ed tear gas on three bank 
employes in an automobile 
and nearby pedestrians, es- 
caped with $36000 in cur- 
rency on a busy downtown 
street corner here this morn- 
ing.In the confusion following the 
holdup, police said the bandits 
fled in a small dark sedan, bear- 
ing a Nebraska license, which was 
believed to be stolen. 
John Cronln, assistant manager 


of the Federal 
Reserve 
bank, 
from which the money was being 
taken to the U. S. National bank 
said the currency was in one 
money sack and was in denomina- 
tions ranging from $1 to $100. 
Richard Bowden, driver of the 
bank's 
automobile, and 
D. E. 
Brown and Vern Walker, who 
Were acting as guards, said the 
holdup t6ok place at 18th and 
La- rence streets, when their car 
was forced to stop behind a large 
truck, "double parked." 
The bank employes said the two 
men rushed at their machine from 
the curbln- 
covered them with 
revolvers, grabbed the money and 
fled after firing tear gas cart- 
ridges. The gas affected several 
pedestrians as well as the three 
bank employes. 
At police haedauartere, Bowden, 
Brown and Walker described the 
bandits to Captain -• Detectives
